We enjoyed our talk with him. the genuineness, not 
"smokescreenedness” of his good wishes to us, for there are 
times when an editor, being only human, does become bodily 
and mentally tired, and also a bit vexed with the sycophants 
who presumably wish him well and at the same time have 
their hands out for some personal favor «r other. 

Not so with C. W. Jones—he wanted nothing but to 
wish us well and to congratulate us on the progress which 
he said this newspaper has made since the first of the year. 

We enjoyed every minute of 
it for it certainly was inspirationally encouraging—and 
profitable for us.

This Is Our Republicanism 

This primarily is an Independent Republican newspaper 
—we wish to stress that designation "Independent.” 

In our official announcement in the Jan. 7 issue on 
taking over the Sierra Madre News and changing its politi¬ 
cal philosophy from Democratic to Independent Republican, 
we made this patently clear. 

Now, we believe, it is time to reaffirm this statement so 
that there will be no misconception about where we stand. 

• • • 

NO ONE wishes for political peace in the Republican 
Party in California more than does the editor and publisher 
of this newspaper—but not Peace at Any Price. 

We firmly believe that victory for the Republican Party 
in this state can come only after the elements which brought 
about its disastrous defeat in 1958 are definitely removed 
from control of the party, especially in Southern California. 
This has not been done. 

We further believe that this can be done only through 
persistent and emphatic demand from the rank and file of 
the party, aided by progressively-minded leaders, especially 
the Young Republicans. 

It is also our opinion that the chances of Richard M. 
Nixoa to capture this state for the Presidency are question¬ 
able if control of the party remains in the hands of those 
who so blindly brought about its defeat two years ago. And 
this would be lamentable. 

Otherwise, it will be from eight to 12 years before the 
present highly-organized, well-heeled Democratic Brown- 
Pauley-Zlffren dynasty is ousted, this despite the monu¬ 
mental governmental, political and economic mistakes Gov¬ 
ernor Brown constantly makes. 

Please remember that there are 600,000 more registered 
Democrats in California than there are Republicans, and 
that the time when a large portion of these could be swung 
to Republican candidates is past—the Republicans can win 
only on a sanely progressive program—no smokescreening 
—and this particularly emphatic in its advocacy and carry¬ 
ing out of sensible tax reductions for a badly-harassed, tax- 
burdened citizenry. 

• * * 

WE HAVE been accused of promoting discord among 
the Republicans. 

No such thing. What does a doctor do when he encoun¬ 
ters a cancerous growth? In most instances he operates— 
cuts it out before it is too late. 

This parallel applies today to the Republican Party in 
California, and it is the wider, not local aspect to which we 
must give most attention. The party has a cancerous growth 
which may be designated as “The Spring Street Boys” who 
Introduced the disastrous Knowland—Right-to-Work fiasco 
In 1958, sidetracking Goodwin J. Knight when he could have 
beaten Pat Brown for the governorship, and which must be 
deleted—and soon—from control if the Republicans are to 
go on to victory. 

* • * 

THE BEPUBUCAN Party began its pathway to political 
power in 1854 as a younger man’s party. Abraham Lincoln 
typified the vigor of that party which was bom progres¬ 
sively out of the reactionary ruins of the Whig Party, and 
in its political and economic virility went on to save the 
Union. 

Today, the Republican Party is in an analogous position 
so far as its future is concerned. It must advance progres¬ 
sively else it die of reactionarism and status quo-ism. The 
blunt truth is that only Eisenhower has kept it in a vigorous 
position. 

The present reactionary Republican setup in California, 
especially in Southern California, is incapable of that pro¬ 
gressiveness necessary if the strongly entrenched Demo¬ 
cratic organization is to be ousted. 

Only a Young Republican element, thoroughly organized 
and financed and minus the treiits of reactionarism that 
toought about the 1958 defeat can do the job. “Glossing 
over” the “cancerous reactionary festering” in a so-called 
but ephemeral plea for “peace at any price” won’t bring 
victory. Harmony is necessary, of course, but only a har¬ 
mony moving along In accord with progressive policies. 

• * • 

WE COMMEND this teisk to the Young Republicans. 

We have had complaints from Young Republicans in 
this area that they are shunted to one side when they 
attempt to air their own views and participate actively in 
the deliberations of their party. 

This is not fair; nor is it wise, and we urge that the 
leaders of the party in this area afford the Young Repub¬ 
licans top billing with themselves. We ask the older leaders 
in this area, even though it is preponderantly Republican 
at the polls, to do this, to take the lead in doing so, for 
unless it is done—and soon—the party faces another stun-

Dear Sir: 

A substantial increase in 
Arizona State aid to public 
schools bared the school 
fund cupboard long before 
the December, 1959, property 
tax delinquent date. An ap¬ 
peal for early remittance 
was addressed to all large 
property owners within the 
state. Both the Atchison, To¬ 
peka and Santa Fe Railway 
and Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany were among those who 
responded to the appeal. 
Governor Fanning gratefully 
acknowledged this prompt 
cooperation to sqlve a tem¬ 
porary difficulty. 

This incident denies the 
accusation of “soulless cor¬ 
porations” still too often lev¬ 
eled at our railroads. It il¬ 
lustrates the fact that in 
transportation the railroads 
alone share the ever-rising 
cost of local government. In 
many school districts 
through which the tracks of 
either railroad pass, these 
properties may pay as much 
as 75 per cent of total taxes. 

Air lines, on the other 
hand, fly through the tax- 
free air between tax pro¬ 
vided ports. Commercial 
highway transport takes ad¬ 
vantage of property-tax ex¬ 
empt public roads. Their fuel 


tax is only a token user 
charge reserved for mainte¬ 
nance of these roads.

WE WISH tO' add somewhat to the earlier premise in 
this editorial about the Republicanism of this editor and 
this newspaper. 

The late Victor Lawson who for years published the 
Chicago Daily News, then as now, a highly effective Repub¬ 
lican newspaper, and who was a Midwestern power in the 
Republican Party, had a saying that it was published on 
two premises—that it was a private business with a public 
imprint. 

We wish to make it crystal clear that publication of the 
Sierra Madre News also is predicated on the same premises 
—“a private business with a public imprint.” 

With aU due respect to certain of our Republican 
brethren in this city we wish to say, most emphatically, 
that we, not others, will determine wnat our own political 
beliefs and philosophy will be. , 

And we wish to deny—also emphatically—the report 
that some persons in this city are circulaitng that we were 
once on the Democratic side of the fence. 

As to our Americanism, we need only state that we 
hold six Freedoms Foundations awards for distinguished 
editorial writing; that only one other Californian, Bruce 
Russell, cartoonist of the Los Angeles Times, holds more; 
that we possess a National Headliners Award which next

On the Trails . . . 


The ‘Rescue’ of Donald De Hut

On the bright spring day 
of May 30, 1956, Donald De 
Hut, expert Huntington Park 
fisherman, gathered togeth¬ 
er his expensive fishing gear 
and left for our hills. 

He told his wife that he 
was going to fish for the 
rainbow trout that abound in 
the sparkling streams and 
deep pools of Upper Bear 
Creek. 

A tributary to the West 
Fork of the San Gabriel Riv¬ 
er, Bear Creek lies along the 
east boundary of the rugged 
Devils-Bear Canyon Wilder¬ 
ness Area. An area as wild 
and untouched as any place 
on earth. 

When darkness descended 
upon the hills and Donald De 
Hut failed to return, his wor¬ 
ried wife. Hazel, called the 
Sheriff’s Department and re¬ 
ported her husband missing. 
She also said that they were 
a happily married pair, had 
few debts and that her hus¬ 
band liked to explore the 
out-of-way places to find the 
better fishing spots. 

« • • 

THE SAN DIMAS Moun¬ 
taineers responded; they 
found hjs car, lonely and de¬ 
serted, parked near the West 
Fork bridge. All night they 
prowled the canyon with no 
success. Early in the morn¬ 
ing the next day the Sierra 
Madre Team was called in to 
assist. 

False witnesses reported 
seeing a man answering Do 
Hut’s description fishing in 
the West Fork, Bear Creek; 
one even said he had talked 
to De Hut and that he had 
crossed the Cogswell Dam 
and headed into the danger¬ 
ous Devils Canyon. 

With both teams scouring 
the mountains and finding 
no evidence of the missing 
De Hut, the Altadena Moun¬ 
taineers were also called in. 


For three weeks, under a 
flaming sky, 50 men from 
three rescue teams combed 
the canyons and hilltops. 
They covered from Devils 
Canyon to Bear Creek, all 
the canyons on both the 
north and south sides of the 
San Gabriel. They lowered 
each other over waterfalls, 
checking every pool. 

Bill Wolfson, in waders, 
checked the middle of the 
flowing San Gabriel River 
all the way from Cogswell 
Dam to Dam No. 2. 

One mountaineer passed 
out from heat exhaustion 
and had to be taken from 
the hills. Three were strand¬ 
ed overnight in the danger¬ 
ous wild area. 


IN MAKING their descent 
down the rubbly slopes of 
Twin Peaks into the brush- 
choked Bear Creek tributary 
their boots wore out. 

One of the group’s leg was 
broken when hit by a falling 
boulder. 

"We dropped 8,000 feet 
down those tricky slopes in 
a hurry,” John Wells said. 
“The loose rock on those 
slopes was the thing that 
ruined our boots. The heels 
came off my boots and the 
nails started digging through 
my boot soles into my feet.” 

At the bottom of the can¬ 
yon the trio had to chop 
their way through head-high 
brush and wade through 
pools as they criss-crossed 
the creek. 

“We knew by 3 p.m. each 
day that we’d never make it 
out by night,” Wells said. 
"We radioed Undersheriff 
Griggers and he flew over 
us, trying to find a place to 
land so he could fly us out. 
It was too steep and the eve¬ 
ning winds got too tricky in 
those canyons. 

“When a falling boulder 
hit Stiver on the left leg we 


knew we were done for.” 

Griggers dropped blankets, 
food and headlamps loaned 
by the Sierra Madre' Team 
and they were taken from 
the canyon the next day. 

• • * 

AS FAR AWAY as Bichota 
Canyon, residents sleeping in 
their cabins were awakened 
when the stillness of the 
dawn was broken by ever 
cheerful Robert La Lone’s 
deep singing “Oh, We Are 
Three Bums, Three Jolly 
Good Bums. We’d Rather 
Eat Than Work.” 

Confused rattlesnakes 
thought a war was going on, 
their domain was being in¬ 
vaded, 33 falling before the 
searchers. 

At the end of the third 
week, weary mountaineers 
were still looking under the 
brush and climbing the can¬ 
yons, their equipment and 
boots tattered and tom from 
rough usage, when word was 
flashed over the mountains 
that Don De Hut was found, 
not in the mountains but in 
Salt Lake City, where he 
was working under the name 
of Don De Jack. 

He reported that he had 
many family problems and 
was deeply in debt. He want¬ 
ed to escape. 

« « * 

HE HAD DRIVEN to the 

West Fork, parked his car 
and hitch-hiked out of the 
canyon and had taken a bus 
to Sait Lake City. Don De 
Hut had one distinction as 
far as the members of the 
three mountain rescue teams 
were concerned—he was un¬ 
doubtedly the most unpopu¬ 
lar fisherman that ever en¬ 
tered our hills. 

The full tragedy of this 
episode and of the false wit¬ 
nesses was not known until 
a few months later.

Your Congressman Reports . . . 

Sugar-Coating Socialistic Spending

A favorite trick of the So¬ 
cialist planners and “spend¬ 
ers” is to give their projects 
“catchy” names. They do 
this for good reason. It’s the 
old principle of “hitching” a 
ride. The bitter pill is easier 
to swallow if it’s thickly su¬ 
gar-coated. The prescription 
states—add liberal amounts 
of “Socialism” to the most 
worthy cause you can find. 
The dosage:—as much as the 
patient can stand—as often 
as you can make him take it. 

One of the most recent 
“sugar-coated” prescriptions 
is hiding under the name of 
the “Emergency Home Own¬ 
ership Act.” This bill, H.R. 
10213, has been under con¬ 
sideration by the Banking 
and Currency Committee. 

I’m a member of this com¬ 
mittee, and with the other 
members of the committee 
spent many hours studying 
the provisions of this bill— 
weighing the facts given to 
support or oppose it. 

Here’s what we found: 
First, the title is misleading 
—there is no emergency. 'The 
so-called “emergency” is a 
myth that the “spenders” 
would like to have accepted 
as fact—to make the “pill” 
easier to swallow. 

Home ownership is now 
being accomplished through 
private enterprise at the rate 
of 1.25 million units each 
year. 

Second, it's highly infla¬ 
tionary — will increase the 


cost of living still more. The 
bill would create another 
“back door” customer for the 
Treasury, adding another 
billion dollars to your tax 
burden without further ac¬ 
tion by Congress. 

Third, the bitterest part of 
this “pill” is that it takes a 
long step toward removing 
the whole mortgage indus¬ 
try out of private hands and 
placing it in the hand.s 
of government bureaucracy. 
The “sugar-coating” on this 
one is thin enough to see 
through. 

• * • 

ANOTHER of these Social¬ 
istic projects hitch - hiking 
under a “catchy” title was 
the additional—unneeded— 
$40 million “water pollution” 
subsidy. The President re¬ 
cognized the Socialism hid¬ 
ing behind the “sweetened” 
title. What this measure 
really called for was subsi¬ 
dization of construction of 
local community sewage 
treatment works. “Spenders” 
in Congress were unable to 
override the President's veto 
of this one. 

....Still another of these “pre¬ 
scriptions” much in the news 
is titled “School Assistance 
Act of 1960.” It’s purpose is 
to use Federal tax dollars for 
school construction and tea- 

Heretofore, states, counties 
chers’ salaries, 
and communities have oper¬ 
ated their own school sys¬ 
tems, some much better than 
others. The Socialist plan¬ 
ners now want to apply the 
theory of pure Socialism. 
Some $228 million in taxes 
would be collected from all 


the taxpayers, and distribut¬ 
ed to states without any re¬ 
gard to need. 

I’m sure you’re interested 
in how much California will 
benefit from this scheme. 
Since California is one of the 
states doing a better Job in 
education, instead of re¬ 
ceiving any benefit from this 
scheme, it will cost you $42 
million. Part of this will be 
spent in other states, but, 
part of it will have to be 
spent for the added cost of 
new government bureaucra¬ 
cy. Fuarthermore, your cost 
for this program promises to 
get worse each year.

THERE ARE many Social¬ 
istic schemes aleady propos¬ 
ed, and you can be sure 
there will be many more be¬ 
fore Congress adjourns. Ev¬ 
ery day the Sociall.stic “plan¬ 
ners” are busy writing new 
“prescriptions” with differ- 
end “sugar-coatings” and 
“catchy” names.

U.S. Business

NEW YORK — Economists 
who watch carefullly.the 
trends in United States ex¬ 
ports aAd imports are cur¬ 
rently showing a cheerful 
countenance. The factory 
porker may be too busy to 
wonder whether there’s a 
ready overseas market for 
the product he helps make, 
but to economists our foreign 
trade balance is an impor¬ 
tant barometer of economic 
health. 

The current cheer comes 
Initially from December fig¬ 
ures which showed U.S. ex¬ 
ports at $1.67 billion, highest 
for any month since late 
1957. Among individual busi¬ 
nesses sharing in the up¬ 
trend is machine tool man¬ 
ufacturing; orders from 
abroad continued an advance 
sustained all through 1959 
and in December hit a three- 
year peak. 

The export uptrend is im¬ 
portant because imports in 
recent years have steadily 
pared the gap, and as re¬ 
cently as last week one con¬ 
gressional committee said 
action to promote exports 
was becoming "imperative.” 
However, action may not 
now be needed: some econo¬ 
mists are confident exports 
will continue upward in the 
months ahead. 

One source predicts exports 
this year will considerably 
widen the gap over imports, 
which in 1959 totaled about 
$15 billion—a record—versus 
exports of about $17.5 billion. 
The source anticipates a $1.4 
billion net improvement in 
our foreign trade position. 

CONVERSION— A big 

switch to gas for househeat¬

Air Raid Test 

There will be an Air Raid 
Siren Test this Friday morn¬ 
ing at 10 o’clock.

“I was surprised, since this 
office is supposed to be non¬ 
partisan. In running against 
the incumbent, I have not 
solicited nor would I accept 
a formal or an informal en¬ 
dorsement from any partisan 
political group. 

“Be that as it may, since 
the News reported that the 
meeting stressed (1) the in¬ 
cumbent’s long and loyal 
service to the city and (2) 
‘he made money with the 
city’s surplus funds,’ I should 
like to be given ‘equal time’ 
to reply. 

“First, I can’t question the 
‘long’ service. How long is 
long? I, too, am a ‘long-time’ 
resident who cinnot be ac¬ 
cused of disloyalty. However, 
I am questioning the incum¬ 
bent’s ‘loyalty’ on specific 
grounds, having nothing to 
do with the record of his 
present and past absence 
from the United States. 
These specific grounds will 
be made public on April 7, 
1960.
